support this bedy from their own fands; in fact 
to my mind the wonder is that they shoald havo 
done eo se long. That they hava dono so, and 
that they should have thus been the means of 
rendering stich good service to the community 
is deserving of onr sincere thanks. Having 
thanked them I need hardly say « much warmer 
meed.cf thanks is due to thoss members of the 
community who have taken part‘in the work 
of this Brigade. They have. Iam informed, 
spesking geverally, been drawn from the 
flower of the. youth of Hongkong. They 
hava. givon up their time Jargely: to this 
daty, tima, often foo scanty, which they had 
at their disposal for recreation.
